It's Cheaper 
In 'Long Run' 


Predicts Savings of 
3100,000 in 20 Years 


Mayor J. Fred Hofmann told 


Dixon Rotarians yesterday that 
the current land fill method of 
garbage disposal will cost taxpay- 
ers about 5100,000 more over a 20- 
year period than an incinerator. 


Launching his second campaign 


in a few months for the incinera- 
tor, Mayor Hofmann focused his 
attention on the original and op- 
erating costs of both land fill me- 
thod of garbage disposal and an 
incinerator. 


He compared initial costs this 


way: Incinerator—580,000. 
Land 


fill method—$49,000. 


Studied 30 Cities 


As guest speaker at the weekly 


luncheon of the Rotary, the mayor 
said the initial cost of the incin- 
erator would cover everything, in- 
cluding legal expenses and archi- 
tect's fees. 
He documented his 


statements, 
saving the figures 


were based on a study of 30 cities 
with garbage-burning plants. 


He broke the original cost of 


the land fill method down to $10,- 
000 for land, $35,000 for equip- 
ment, and $4,000 for a building 
and a fence. 


"The mayor explained that TBe~ 


land-fill method over a period of 
20 years would require 50 acres 
of land at a minimum cost of ?200 
an ace. He said, however, that 
Rockford paid-$1,100 an acre and 
that Winnetka paid $3,000. 


Mayor 
Hofmann 
pointed out 


that the original $31,000 saving 
offered in the original cost of the 
land fill method—when compared 
to the initial cost of an incinera- 
tor—was purely an illusory one. 
He said the operating costs of the 
land fill would wipe out any ini- 
tial saving and force trie commun- 
ity to pay out $100.000 more be- 
sides.

Operators of 
35 Mines Open 
Pits in East 


Pickets Cruise in 
Cars; Fear Violence 


Pittsburgh, Sept. 2T— (AP)— 


Eleven hundred non-union bitu- 
minous miners defied the striking 
United Mine Workers and went 
back to the pits in western Penn- 
sylvania today. State police mov- 
ing to block violence quickly ar- 
rested 17 pickets. 


The state troopers brought re- 


inforcements into the four-county 
Clearfield area where 35 opera- 
tions resumed after a week of 
idleness due to picketing by union- 
ized bands. 


Miners went to work carrying 


rifles and shotguns. Armed guards 
paced near entrances to mine 
workings or stalked in underbrush 
nearby. 


Scores of automobiles contain- 


ing pickets cruised leisurely on 
narrow winding roads skirting the 
mines but made no efforts to 
interfere. Squads of state police 
trailed 
them 
and 
occasionally 


brought them to a halt for inspec- 
tion. 


In Clarion county some 50 miles 


from Clearfield, state police arrest- 
ed 17 pickets charged with violat- 
ing a court injunction against 
mass picketing. 


Mines being reopened are located 


north of Pittsburgh. Most of them 
are strip working in which steam 
shovels dig coal from surface 
veins. Others are underground op- 
erations. 


One operator said. 


"We're going to stay in op-

Prominent Baptist Charges Catholics 
Seek to 'Capture the United States' 


Washington, Sept. 27—(AP)—A prominent Baptist churchman 


said today "a recognized major aim of the Catholic church is to capture 
the United States and make it the base for the Catholization of the 
World." 


In a semi-annual report to the Baptist joint conference committee 


on public relations, its executive director. Joseph M. Dawson, declared 
that m this ascribed aim the Catholic church "seeks to utilize our 
government to forward its winning of Amrnca and to capitalize on 
both our government and resources in the effort to annihilate Russia 
and the Russian opposition to the Pope. 


"Baptists, who by no stretch 


of the imagination may be charg- 
ed with condoning Communism, 
cannot on any pretext consent to 
Catholics changing our constitu- 
tion or gaining clerical control of 
our governmental machinery." 


The Education Bill 


Dawson, a clergyman and writ- 


er, devoted most of his report to 


a summary of Baptist efforts to 
prevent passage of any federal 
aid to education bill which pro- 
vided government funds for pri- 
vate or parochial schools.

I don't believe 
he even has a dog." 


A Melting Pot 


Liu is proud of the fact he 


himself worked up through every 
rank to become the first Chinese 
chief of police of an American 
city. His force reflects the poly- 
glot 
population of the 
island 


melting pot. 


"One third are Hawaiians—they 


really love to be policemen,' said 
Dan. 


The other two thirds are Cau- 


casians, Japanese, Chinese, Sa- 
moans and Filipinos. 


Liu came to the mainland to 


attend an international cop caucus, 
at which he reported on Hono- 
lulu's measures to avoid "another 
Pearl Harbor." 


"We were the first police force 


to organize for atomic defense," 
he said. "If an atom bomb falls 
on our city we'll be ready to dis- 
charge our responsibility to the 
community." 


Then he smiled as he added: 
"Of course if our police are 


within a two-mile range of the 
explosion—well, they'll be out." 


No Charlie Chan 


Dan looks neither as mysterious 


as Charlie Chan -nor as stolid as 
the average 
police 
chief who 


worked his way up from a beat 
pounder. He belongs to the newer 


eneration of cops who think that 


preventing crome is an important 
a police 
function as 
catching 


criminals. 


His force has a full program of 


sports, hobby training and recrea- 
tional 
activities 
for Honolulu 


youngsters, and it mixes the kids 
of all races together at an early 
age. 


Sets Example 


Liu sets his police officers a 
ood example by his own off-duty 


civic work. He is a leader in the 
local council of churches, 
the 


YMCA and Boy Scout activities. 


The racial harmony that pre- 


vails in the Hawaiian isles is the 
envy of other areas where differ- 
ences in color, 
politics 
or 
re- 


ligion cause violence. 


"Our crime rate is lower than 


many other cities of the same 
population group," said Dan, who 
believes this is true largely be- 
cause of the islands' no-discrimina- 
tion policy. 
He is married to a 


girl from Mississippi. 


"Two things make our islands 


what they are. One is the brother- 
hood of Aloha, which.simply means 
love from the heart without any- 
thing held back." The other spirit 
that prevails is Kokua, it is hard to 
translate, but it means to lift up 
—to help out the other fellow."

Can Increase Tax 


Under the state garbage act, 


the city council can increase the 
tax by two mills on each $100 
assessed valuation without sub- 
mitting the additional levy to a 
vote of the people. 


"But I never will be in favor of 


increased taxation," the mayor _ 
said, "if it is at all possible toJK 
avoid it.'

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State Labor Convention Gets 
Plea for Special Session of 
Legislature for Cities Help 


Springfield, 111., Sept. 27—(AP) 


—Demands for a special session of 
the legislature to help financially 
stricken cities were placed before 
the Ilinois State Federation of 
Labor's annual convention today. 


Three separate resolutions urg- 


ing that Governor Stevenson take 
such action were submitted by two 
delegates from Springfield and one 
from Chicago. 
The convention is 


expected to begin acting on reso- 
lutions late today or tomorrow. 


The resolutions said a special 


session should broaden the sales 
tax base to cover more occupa- 
tions and earmark the extra money 
for cities or lift the ceiling in city 
property tax levies. 


"Practically all of the cities in 


the state are in desperate financial 
circumstances as a result of which 
all municipal employes are under- 
paid, and police and fire depart- 
ments are inadequately equipped 
and undermanned," the resolutions 
added. 


The 1949 
regular 
legislature 


failed to pass Stevenson's 540,000,- 
000 city aid 
program. 
It 
also 


turned down his proposal to bring 
in $25,000,000 a year by extend- 
ing sales tax coverage to occupa- 
tions now exempt. 


Arnong other resolutions pre-
